Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 2-1 6 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of indexing feature vectors within the feature vector data space by adaptively 
forming approximation of the feature vectors on the basis of statistical distribution of 
feature vector data within the feature vector data space. 

The closest prior art (Hill, U.S. Patent 5,713,016) teaches a process and system 
for determining relevance which includes a first feature vector, a second feature vector 
and an indexing parameter. Hill teaches a log likelihood ratio that the first feature vector 
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is relevant to the second feature vector is developed using the related assigned 
distributions of the vectors. The log likelihood ratio is stored as representing relevance 
between the first feature vector and the second feature vector. Hill does not teach 
adaptively forming feature vector space related to the feature vectors to develop a 
related index. The claimed invention will improve performance when indexing feature 
vectors within vector space having high-dimensionality and lacking uniform distribution.
